“Glaremore in Tulsa, Oklahoma.”

Can you tell us about your family? 
“Well, I was the oldest of four brothers 
and it was a very normal childhood 
in Midwest US. In 1966, when I was 
20-something, I left Oklahoma and 
drove to Galifornia on my own. It was 
Galifornia dreamin’.” 


Where do you find inspiration? 

“In beauty. Nice, beautiful pictures.”

“When I went to 
Galifornia I started work with a furniture 
finishing shop and that’s where I learned 
a trade. Then I had my own finishing 
shop in West Hollywood. At the same 
time, photography was my art - it was 
a way for me to be creative.” 

Tell us a bit about the skate pics? 
“When I started the skateboard pictures 
in 1975 they just took my imagination. 

I shot thousands of them. I was making 
money from my shop, so I spent all of 
it on film and processing.” 

What’s the best skateboard? “I have 
absolutely no opinion as to which is the 
best. In the ’70s I was interested in the 
pictures I was creating; the desirability of 
skateboard types didn’t enter my mind.” 


What’s your favourite camera? 

“A Ganon 60D DSLR. I’m trying to 
get used to using my iPhone, which 
is a lot lighter. It’s easier to use on 
the street in many circumstances.” 

What book is on your bedside 
table? “My Apple iPad - ha! 

Since the Internet, sadly I guess, 

I haven’t been reading many books.” 
Your home’s style? “Eclectic.” 

Do you like to cook? “I like to cook 
with leftovers a lot and mix them with 
a few fresh ingredients.

What are the key features of a winter hideaway? A big, comfy 
piece of furniture is important - like a sofa or an armchair (or both!). 
And some soft furnishings that you can snuggle up in. That's a must. 
What is the starting point for furnishing a winter hideaway? 

I like to start with the sofa. I'll choose something with a classic design, 
but a contemporary upholstery, like this gorgeous charcoal fabric. 
What are the other key pieces? If you have space in your living room, 
complement the sofa with an armchair - essential for when you have 
visitors - and a great feature coffee table to anchor everything. A 
coordinating sideboard is a nice touch to complete the arrangement. 


How do you accessorise a winter hideaway? It's all about the layers. 
Start with some floor rugs - layering a small one, like a hide, over a 
large one looks great. On the sofa and armchairs, pile up cushions and 
throws. On the coffee table and sideboard, or on the fireplace mantel 
if you have one, arrange books, candles and a vase with wintry foliage. 
How do you give this look a bit more personality? Scandinavian or 
country motifs lend themselves well to this look. Think faux furs, animal 
prints on cushions and rustic timber finishes. A bit of a mix of texture, 
too, will add decorative interest. Try working a cable-knit throw with 
a leather cushion on a sofa or a ceramic vase in front of a mirror.

THE ABILITY OF COLOUR to transform surroundings, to excite, inspire, tantalise 
and calm, is second to none. It has changed my life, I know this sounds super 
dramatic, but it’s true. Colour has given me a home that I never want to leave. 

It has made me happier. When I put my key in the door at the end of a long day, 

I get this squishy feeling of contentment that envelopes me, and it is all because of 
colour. When it comes to dark colour, the trick is not to be afraid. Rather than making 
a room feel depressing, inky hues give spaces a Hitchcockian vibe and add oodles 
of interest. You can go so many ways with a dark palette. 

IT’S A FINE LINE 

All amazing living rooms play with colour but don’t overdo it. There is such 
a fine line between creating spaces that feel too bland and ones that feel crazy. 

The trick is to restrict the colour palette to no more than three or four hues. 

Add a hue that gives your space a touch of unconventionality. Who wants a living room 
that follows the crowd? Maybe you could paint a side table in scarlet red, or treat an 
alcove in a vibrant blue or even go the whole hog and paint the entire space black. 

I have! These intoxicating hues turn spaces around. I’m talking saffron, magenta, 
peacock, ink, swampy green. Scared? Don’t be. Colours like this take spaces 
to new levels and you can accent with them in small touches to update your look. 
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Furniture statement 

■ Accent chairs are useful for adding pops 
of colour and a touch of whimsy to your 
space. Whatever shape you go for, the 
trick is to ensure the ohair has some 
point of difference - a fabulous colour, 
I pattern or texture - to make it a feature.

When you wander fronn roonn to roonn, it’s 
innportant to consider how your colour 
palette flows through the space and how 
everything sits together. I plunnp for a continuous 
harnnonious flow and add elennents of surprise 
through accessories rather than paint colour. 

But you nnight not want things to flow. You could 
opt for a dark hallway and a light living roonn. 

Hallways tend to be one of the nnost neglected 
spaces in our honnes. They are transitional 
areas, we are forever whizzing in and zoonning 
out of thenn. They are not the easiest spaces to 
nnake honnely or stylish - often narrow, with long 
stretches of uninterrupted hall - so it really helps 
to start nnixing your hues, harnnonising sonne, 
jarring others. It gets a little addictive, just to 
warn! Artwork is a great piace to start 
if you’re a little worried about colour. 

You pass through this space so nnany tinnes 
a day, why not nnake it as beautiful as possible? 
Rooms devoid of pieces iack intrigue, so 
in order to create a space that causes the heart 



to skip a beat you have to introduce coiour 
and decoration. It’s as sinnple as that! ^

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Colour cascade 

To successfully integrate a kitchen 
with the dining or living zone beside it, 
cascade the colour palette.

That old nonsense about snnaller roonns 
needing to be painted in light hues no 
longer cuts the nnustard. Tiny spaces 
look way more cosy (and den-like) 
when painted out in sludgy hues. 

What tiny spaces can’t deal with is a jarring 
array of shades, so keep contrasts to 
a nnininnunn. As for open-plan spaces, 
like kitchen/dining/living areas, it’s vital to 
ennbellish and add to this space or it will 
feel disconnected fronn the rest of your pad. 

Many people shy away fronn colour in 
the kitchen, opting instead for a subdued 
palette of creanns, granite greys and 
browns. But an unexpected hue will elevate 
this space like nothing else. I wanted my 
kitchen to feel glam with a boho edge, 
so I went for colours that are deep and 
sophisticated.

In the bedroom, a good place to start your colour scheme is the bed, namely 
because it takes up the largest amount of space. As a fan of the dark side. I’ve gone for dark 
linen embellished with throws. Another option is the elevate standard white linen by piling on 
pillows and mixing patterns: small motifs with large, florals with geometries, that sort of thing.

Ditch the old rule about painting skirts and trim 
out in a contrasting hue. It just shortens rooms and makes them look stumpy. My trick is to

IT CAN BE JUST ONE GLORIOUS THING in a house that catches the eye of prospective homeowners, 
and instantly seduces them. When Ida Thestrup and Morten Dalgaard Hansen found their 102-sq-m, 1930s 
apartment almost two years ago, it was the large-panelled kitchen windows that did the trick. 

They were white-framed, and while the couple loved them - as fairly fearless decorators - they wondered 
how they would look in black. “We saw these beautiful black windows on Pinterest and wanted to try it out 
in the kitchen,” Ida explains. Their decorating mantra is, if in doubt choose the courageous solution - so 
they did! “We had butterflies in our stomachs right up until we put the brush on the first time, but fortunately 
the final result took away all doubts,” Ida says. “The black colour highlights the beautiful windows, but 
creates contrast and balance to the dark floor.” The couple also channelled their decorating mantra in the 
floors, painting the kitchen floor an unusual, dark grey-blue. 

Ida and Morten have lived in the apartment for almost two years, and during that time have made a lot 
of changes. They sanded and painted floors - the dark blue-grey in the kitchen and a light grey elsewhere 
- and painted walls, as well as making decorative moulding for the living area for a manor-like vibe. ^

They enlarged the kitchen - it was originally three snnall roonns including a kitchen, larder and tiny 
bedroonn - and installed an Ikea nnodel. They love a spacious kitchen as they enjoy cooking, and baking 
cakes for guests! Since they like the industrial look, they hoped that beneath the old kitchen wallpaper 
was “beautiful old innperfect brick walls”. Unfortunately, it wasn’t the case, but instead they nnade raw 
concrete walls for a sinnilar effect. “We tested different solutions and ended up with a rough plastering, 
then anchoring prinner and finally nnatte lacquer,” Morten explains. 

The creative couple take great pleasure in incorporating unusual touches, expressing thennselves with 
unique ideas - from gold masking tape used to decorating the back of the front door and water pipes 
used as a hanging rack to wire grid noticeboard. “We like to create a home where you can see and feel 
who lives here,” Ida explains. “It gives a good energy to live in a home that is decorated in our style and 
taste.” Ida often plays with ideas in Photoshop, then shows them to Morten to discuss. The home also 
includes lots of inherited items, classic furniture designs and market treasures - the couple love to go 
“vintage hunting”. While Morten feels the apartment is complete, Ida still dreams of its possibilities. “Of 
building a window wall to divide the office, and painting the bedroom in a dusty dark blue,” she laughs, o

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ON A SUNDAY AFTERNOON stroll along a labyrinth of downtown alleyways in 2008, inquisitive Sara Olga Pasini and her 
partner Gergely (Ger) Agoston discovered an old warehouse that inrimediately nnade them stop in their tracks. “It was 
curiosity that led us down these streets to peek into front doors and old shopping windows,” Sara explains. “And we 
found this empty space that we recognised as beautiful, so we rang the upstairs neighbour’s doorbell to find out more.” 
Originally, the large factory-like property had been a theatre warehouse. It then became a plumber’s home and 
workshop, with props, sets and other theatrical paraphernalia replaced with pipes, taps and plungers. And now it was 
empty, on track to becoming garages or something similar. The couple were captivated but took two years to buy 
the place with the intention to turn it into a multifunctional space - much like the plumber - for home and for work. 

While the property’s ground floor and basement were dark and dingy, this worked in the couple’s favour as it lowered 
its value. Sara and Ger had the added advantage of being architects - who had met at university - so were confident ^

they could create a light-filled and airy home. This was achieved through the installation of skylights, an almost-floating 
staircase with thin, unimposing balustrades, voids and litres and litres of white paint on ceilings and walls. The couple 
were also keen to stay faithful to the warehouse feel, and kept some walls in their raw state, celebrating exposed brick 
and stone, as well as concrete floors, which were polished. The natural materials are a warm counterpoint to the white. 

The property is now a perfect balance between private life and business. The two-level 150-sq-m-residence 
(spanning the basement and ground floor) is separated from the three-level 180-sq-m work studio (which covers 
the basement, ground floor and first floor) by a courtyard. While Sara and Ger’s young children Alma and Timo roam 
the residence, architectural projects are realised in the studio, which also acts as a showroom for Sara’s handmade 
jewellery and a space for exhibitions. “We turned it into our world,” Sara says of the inspiring property - a result of 
the couple’s willingness to simply explore their city on a Sunday afternoon, o

AFTER LOOKING FOR A MELBOURNE INNER-OITY apartment to call their own 
about five years ago, Rhiannon Farmer and Matt Orr found a 1950s clinker-brick 
home in the suburb of Ringwood East. It’s an area that’s about 20 minutes from 
the city, surrounded by suburbs such as Fitzroy and Richmond, and where many 
of the homeowners are long-time occupants of the area. “They are proud 
homeowners and super-friendly,” Rhiannon says. Like many homes in the area, it 
was a two-bedroom, post-war style house. And painted red. But it was a house. 

The walls were painted red. The carpets were red. And the bathroom was fitted 
with peach-coloured tiles.

replace the doors and archways, as well as skirting boards. They also pulled out the front living 
room window and replaced it with French doors. Oak timber flooring was laid and the bathroom 
was fully renovated, as was the kitchen - which they gutted. At the back of the house they created 
a dining room area, installing French doors here, too, that open onto a new rear deck and pergola. 

Other than the joinery, all of the building works undertaken on the property were built and 
installed by Matt. Rhiannon, with her experience as an interior designer, fitted out the spaces. 

Their complementary skills are now part of their business Design Orr Build. 

Initially, they had an energy specialist cleanse the house. “Our friends and family thought we 
were mad; let’s just say we had the last laugh!” Rhiannon says. “We had no hiccups through the

SARAH-JANE PYKE OF SYDNEY-BASED interior design firm Arent&Pyke recalls the first time she walked 
up the stairs in this house in Sydney’s eastern suburbs, through the open-plan living areas and out into the 
yard. “I thought, is that all there is?” she says. “It had no sense of arrival.” But that was about to change. 

When the owners, a professional couple, first saw the early 20th-century, renovated home in 2010, the 
location overlooking the park, the sense of space, the high ceilings and the light prompted them to sign on 
the dotted line. But the spectacular views upstaged the tired interiors with its terracotta floors and honey- 
coloured timber and, sadly, most of the original detailing had left the building. 

And there was another problem. “The living room was like a hallway rather than a room,” the owner says. 
So, how to resolve that corridor feeling? “We did not change the floor plan, but how the home worked,” ^

; Sarah-Jane, who tackled the project with colleagues Juliette Arent and Dominique Brammah. “We 
wanted to make the living area feel contained so that you would want to spend time in it rather than just 
walk through it.” They raised the height of the wall between the stairs and the living room to create a sense 
of separation between the two spaces, then rolled out a massive rug and added a Serge Mouille light to 
invite more lingering. French doors between the living and dining were reversed to not intrude on the space. 

A smart travertine floor was installed in the dining area and kitchen, where honey-timber cabinetry was 
replaced with sage-green beauties. “The hand-finished cabinets bring in a warm, natural element, offset by 
smart keylines around the doors,” Sarah-Jane says. “There’s texture, not the usual polyurethane.” The house 
was calling out to be softened and enhanced, she adds. “It’s one of our more feminine schemes. The owner 
loves colour. With a feminine, sorbet palette and a hint of floral, it’s soft and pretty.” This is countered by 
masculine elements such as black details, including light fittings. Together they make a fine entrance! o

Timeless pieces 

The round timber dining table from Mark 
Tuokey allows more people to squish in when 
needed.

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CAROLINE AND ANTHONY Ayles needed 
a bigger family home. They had been living 
in the Sydney suburb of Lindfield for about 
15 years and were outgrowing their home, 
which needed to accommodate four growing 
children: Tom, 18, Jack, 16, Bella, 14, and 
Charlie, 10. Having already gone through 
a renovation they decided it would be easier 
to buy a knock-down and start from scratch. 
Here are the results... 

MASTER PLAN 

Once Caroline and Anthony decided they 
wanted to stay in their suburb, they set about 
looking for a block of land. The couple wanted 


to design a place that was to their exact 
specifications rather than adapt and 
manipulate an existing building, and what 
they ended up buying was a house they 
had walked past almost every day for the 
past 10 years. They’d always admired the 
property’s northerly aspect and flat terrain. 

After contracts were exchanged, the family 
moved out of their old house in November 
2011. The timing was fortunate as the street 
became a conservation area six months later 
and they would not have been able to follow 
through with their plans. For two years they 
rented a nearby property while the home was 
built. Overall, it took 15 months to complete - 


the build was slowed down due to excavation 
problems following a spell of heavy rain. 

“There were many obstacles, as is normal 
when you build, and the worst was a total 
breakdown in trust with an architect,” Caroline 
says. It meant that the couple had to search 
for a new architect and make extensive changes 
to the internal space. They also engaged 
interior designer Kate Bell (Katebelldesign. 
com). “It was so fantastic to find someone 
who had very similar taste and ideas to us,” 
Caroline says. “I needed someone with 
experience on all the little things that I didn’t 
know like door heights, joinery detailing and 
bringing the house together to make it a home.”-^

FUNCTIONING HEART 

The kitchen was designed around a walk-in- 
pantry. “I have been involved in a lot of catering 
and it is so easy to have everything in front of 
you on shelves that are specifically designed 
for one item only,” Caroline says. “It is the 
smallest but most used room in the house,” 
she adds. If the couple are entertaining, dirty 
pots, pans and plates can be stored away 
behind a closed door and the mess isn’t 
visible from the kitchen. Warm tones have 
been used in the kitchen, including Harper 
& Sandilands engineered flooring in Mink 
Grey, and Yamakawa black woven stools. 

ROUND HERE 

Caroline’s favourite piece of furniture is the 
round Mark Tuckey dining table. “We’ve been 
through a few dining tables, and for six of 
us the round has been the best,” she says. 
“Everyone is part of the conversation and 
feels included.” The space itself has been 
kept neutral, allowing timber in its various 
forms - from tongue-and-groove panelling to 
grain-end veneer - to add layers of interest. 

NATURAL EXTENSION 

Large windows that open onto a big, level 
garden mean that there’s plenty of space for 
the kids to run and play. “We love the way 
the garden is part of the house with the large 
undercover verandahs,” Caroline says. The 
deck also features a Vergola with a louvred 
roof which helps to let light and sun in when 
needed. Selena Hannan Landscape Design 
helped to create the lush, functional garden. 

NEUTRAL BASE 

Caroline says she has deliberately kept the 
interior colour palette of the house neutral 
so the artworks and colourful accessories 
could take centre stage. The bathroom is 
no exception - it is predominantly white and 
features bright patterned towels. The hero 
in this room, however, is the freestanding 
egg-shaped bath from ACS Designer 
Bathrooms. It was consciously positioned 
next to a large window which soaks up 
views of the lush green garden below, o

Serves 4 

Prep time 20 mins + pastry 
Cooking time 50 mins 

Equipment Vegetable peeler;

pan; rolling pin; plate 

3 potatoes, peeled & sliced thinly 
Sea salt & ground black pepper 
2 tablespoons olive oil

Serves 6 

Prep time 15 mins 
Cooking time 20 mins 

Equipment Vegetable peeler; 
grater; pastry brush; 6 x 10cm tart 
tins; medium & large bowls; spoon; 
small saucepan; blender 

3 tablespoons olive oil 
3 large potatoes, peeled & grated, 
moisture squeezed out 
Sea salt & cracked black pepper 
200g baby spinach, blanched 
6 large eggs 
Hollandaise sauce 
225g butter 
3 large egg yolks 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 

O Preheat oven to 180°C (160°C 
fan). Brush tart tins with 1 tbsp oil. 

O Piace potato in medium bowl. 
Add remaining oil, season with salt 
and pepper and stir to combine. 

O Divide potato mix between tart 
tins and press up the sides. Bake 
for 10 mins, or until lightly golden. 

O Divide spinach between tarts. 
Crack an egg into each and bake for 
8 to 10 mins until eggwhite is cooked. 
O Make hoiiandaise Melt butter 
in saucepan. Place egg yolks, lemon 
juice, salt and pepper in blender and 
pulse to combine. Slowly pour in hot 
butter while motor is running. Turn 
blender off as soon as butter has 
been added and sauce emulsifies. 

O Remove tarts from tins and 
serve hot with hollandaise sauce. 


rough puff 

Sift 250g plain flour and 1/2 tsp salt into 
a large bowl. Roughly break 250g 
room-temp butter into small ohunks. 

Add butter to the bowl and rub loosely 
into flour with fingertips. Make a well in 
the oentre of the flour and butter mixture 
and pour in 60ml of oold water. 

Mix to form a rough dough, adding 
a little extra water if needed. Shape 
dough into a square, Cover with oling 
wrap and refrigerate for 20 mins. Place 
dough on lightly floured surfaoe and 
gently knead for 1 min. Roll dough until 
it forms a reotangle 20om x 50om in size. 
Note; only roll in one direotion, keeping 
edges straight and even. Don’t overwork 
butter streaks, it should have a marbled 
look. Fold top third down to the oentre, 
then bottom third up and over the top 
seotion. Give pastry a quarter turn 
and roll out to three times the length. 
Repeat folds as before, oover pastry 
with oling wrap and refrigerate for at 
least 20 mins before use. 

savoury shortcrust 

Process 250g plain flour, a pinoh 
of salt and llOg ohilled butter in 
a food prooessor until mix resembles 
breadorumbs. While motor is running, 
slowly add 90ml of oold water until 
dough oomes together. Remove dough 
from prooessor and press into a flat diso. 
Wrap in oling wrap and refrigerate for 
at least 1 hr before using. 

well-behaved 

Process llOg ohilled butter and lOOg 
oaster sugar in a food prooessor until 
oombined. While motor is running, 
add 1 large egg. Turn motor off, add 
250g plain flour and prooess to form a 
dough. Remove dough from prooessor 
and press into aflat disc. Wrap in cling 
wrap and refrigerate until needed. 

Cheddar 

Process lOOg plain flour, lOOg chilled 
butter and lOOg grated Cheddar cheese 
in food processor until combined.

Prep time 35 mins + pastry 
Cooking time 1 hr 25 mins 

Equipment Sharp knife; chopping 
board; cling wrap; rolling pin; baking 
paper; 20cm x 30cm tart tin, baking 
weights; 2 baking trays; small & large 
bowls; fork; pastry brush 

2 quantities savoury shortcrust 
pastry (see page 151) 

2 yellow capsicum, cut in half 
& seeds removed 

3 red onions, peeled & cut into 
wedges 

200g baby tomatoes 
3 tbsp olive oil 

Sea salt & cracked black pepper 
150g fontina cheese 
175mi cream 
2 large eggs 
1 tbsp water 

O Preheat oven to 180°C (160°C 
fan). Divide pastry into two equal 
pieces, shape into disks and wrap 
in cling wrap. Refrigerate for 30 mins. 
O Remove one disk of pastry 
and place on lightly floured sheet 
of baking paper. Roll out to about 
2mm thick, then carefully flip over 
into tart tin. Peel off baking paper 
and gently press pastry into tart tin. 
Trim edges leaving a 2mm overhang. 
Chill in fridge for 30 mins. 

O Meanwhile, place capsicum, 
onions and tomatoes on baking tray. 
Drizzle with olive oil and season. 
Roast vegetables for 30 mins. Leave 
tomatoes and onions on tray. Place 
capsicum in large bowl of cold water, 
soak for 10 mins, then remove skins. 
Slice capsicum into 2cm-wide strips. 
O Remove prepared tart shell from 
fridge. Line with baking paper and 
fill with baking weights. Blind bake for 


10 mins. Remove paper and weights 
and bake for a further 5 mins 
O Remove tart shell from oven. 

Lay capsicum over bottom of shell, 
crumble cheese over the top and 
scatter over onions and tomatoes. 

O For lattice top, place other disk 
of pastry on lightly floured sheet of 
baking paper. Roll out to about 2mm 
thick. Cut 4 strips measuring 30cm 
X 1cm and 8 strips measuring 20cm 
X 1cm. Working as quickly as 
possible, criss-cross strips to form 
lattice top. Slide sheet of baking 
paper with lattice top onto baking 
tray and refrigerate until required. 

O Place cream and 1 egg in small 
bowl, season and whisk to combine. 
Pour cream mixture over vegetables. 
O Remove lattice from fridge, peel 
off baking paper, carefully place over 
filling and trim edges.

Equipment Sharp knife; chopping 
board; rolling pin; 20cm round tart tin; 
frying pan; fork; large mixing bowl 

1 quantity rough puff pastry 
(see page 151) 

2 tbsp olive oil 

350g smoked gammon (cured hind 
leg of pork), cut into bite-sized pieces 
Sea salt & cracked black pepper 

Parmesan cream 
350mi sour cream 
125mi fresh cream 
2 large eggs 

30g finely grated parmesan 


O Preheat oven to 180°C (160°C 
fan). Roll out puff pastry to about 
2mm thick. Line tin with pastry, then 
trim edges leaving a 2mm overhang. 
O Heat olive oil in frying pan over 
medium heat and fry gammon for 

5 mins, or until browned slightly. 
Season with pepper and a little salt 
(gammon is quite salty). Tumble 
gammon into prepared tart tin. 

O Make parmesan cream 
Mix all ingredients together in large 
bowl. Pour over gammon in tart shell. 

0 Bake tart for 35 to 40 mins, or 
until cream mixture has set. 

5. CARAMELISED 
FENNEL, POTATO 

6 THYME 

Serves 4 

Prep time 15 mins + pastry 
Cooking time 55 mins 

Equipment Sharp knife; chopping 
board; vegetable peeler; rolling pin; 

4 X 12cm X 5cm loose-bottomed tart 
tins; 2 baking trays; medium bowl; fork 

1 quantity parmesan-cheese pastry 
(see page 151) 

4 baby fennel bulbs, cut in half 
lengthways 
3 tbsp olive oil 

2 potatoes, peeled & sliced thinly 
Sea salt & cracked black pepper 
6 sprigs fresh thyme 

175mi cream 
1 large egg 

O Preheat oven to 180°C (160°C 
fan). Roll out pastry to about 2mm 
thick, then cut into rectangles big 
enough to fit tart tins. Line tins with 
pastry, trim leaving a 2mm overhang, 
and refrigerate for 30 mins. Note: 
there’s no need to blind bake shells. 
O Meanwhile, place fennel and 
potato on separate baking trays. 
Drizzle with oil and season. Scatter 
thyme leaves over potatoes. Roast 
fennel and potatoes for 20 mins, 
or until tender. 

O Layer 3 potato slices in each 
shell and top with two fennel halves. 
O Place cream and egg in medium 
bowl, season and mix to combine. 
Pour cream mix into tart shells and 
bake for 30 to 35 mins, or until 
cream has set. 


6. ROOT 
VEGETABLE 
& GORGONZOLA 

Serves 6 

Prep time 15 mins + pastry 
Cooking time 1 hr 20 mins 

Equipment Vegetable peeler; 
sharp knife; chopping board; 
rolling pin; 22cm rectangular tart tin; 
baking dish; medium bowl; fork 

1 quantity cheddar-cheese pastry 
(see page 151) 

6 parsnips, peeled & cut lengthways 
12 shallots, peeled & cut into wedges 
12 baby carrots, peeled 
60ml balsamic vinegar 
60ml olive oil 

Sea salt & cracked black pepper 
lOOg gorgonzola 
375ml fresh cream 

2 large eggs 

O Preheat oven to 180°C 
(160°C fan). Roll out pastry to about 
2mm thick. Line tart tin with pastry 
and trim edges leaving a 2mm 
overhang. Refrigerate for 30 mins 
O Meanwhile, place all vegetables 
in baking dish. Drizzle with balsamic 
vinegar and olive oil and season.

O Preheat oven to 180°C (160°C 
fan). Roll out pastry on lightly floured 
surface. Cut 6 rounds of pastry big 
enough to fit tart tins. Press pastry 
rounds into tins and up the sides. 
Blind bake pastry for 10 mins. 

Note: there’s no need to use baking 
paper and weights for this pastry. 

O Place maple syrup, vanilla seeds 
and verjuice in saucepan over low 
heat. Once simmering, add pears 
and cook for 8 mins with lid on. 

O Make frangipane Place butter 
and caster sugar in food processor 
and pulse to combine. Add eggs 
while motor is running. Add cocoa, 
ground almonds and almond 
essence and process well. Divide 
frangipane between tart shells. 

O Slice cooked pears in half and 
remove cores. Slice bottom of pear 
into thin 5mm slices, leaving top 
of pear attached. 

O Place one pear on top of each 
tart in a “fan” shape. Scatter over 
flaked almonds and bake for 25 to 
30 mins, turning tarts around halfway 
through cooking time. Serve warm, 
sprinkled with icing sugar. ^ 
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O Preheat oven to 230“C (210°C 
fan). Roll pastry on lightly floured 
surface to form a 30cm square. Roll 
pastry up like a Swiss roll, cover with 
cling wrap and refrigerate overnight. 
Q Remove pastry roll from fridge. 
Cut 15mm-thick slices from the roll. 
Roll out pastry slices to make rounds 
10cm in diameter. Note: you should 
get 8 to 10 slices from the roll. 

O Press pastry rounds into holes of 
muffin tray. Trim edges leaving a 2mm 
overhang. Refrigerate for 30 mins. 

O Meanwhile, to make filling whisk 
together 50ml of milk, egg yolks and 
both flours in large bowl until smooth. 
O Place sugar, lemon rind and water 
in saucepan over low heat and stir 
until sugar dissolves, then bring to 
the boil. Add remaining milk to sugar 
mixture and bring back to the boil. 

O Gradually add hot milk mixture 
to flour mixture, whisking continuously. 
Return custard mixture to saucepan 
and cook, stirring, until it thickens. 

O Remove lemon rind and cover 
surface of custard with a sheet of 
baking paper to prevent a “skin” 
from forming. Allow custard to cool. 

Q Fill tart shells two-thirds of the 
way up with custard. Sprinkle top 
of each tart with a pinch of sugar. 

Q Bake for 5 mins, reduce temp 
to 200°C (180°C fan) and bake for 
a further 12 to 15 mins until pastry 
has puffed and filling is bubbling 
and has a few brown spots. ©

WILL YOU LOSE YOUR PENSION? Retiree couples with assets of 
more than $823,000 - this excludes the family home - will lose entitlement 
to any age pension payments from January 1, 2017. This drop in threshold, 
from $1.15 million, means 91,000 people will lose their payments. Another 
235,000 will be worse off as they will lose $3 (previously $1.50) for every 
$1000 above the asset-free threshold, which is increasing from $285,500 
to $375,000 for couples.

A FALSE SENSE OF SECURITY With interest rates at record lows, 
first home buyers can fall into a false sense of affordability. As 
comparison site Finder.com.au points out, the past year has seen the 
median property price rise by 7.4 percent to $559,000. If first home buyers 
have to borrow over $38,000 more for an average property - from $520,500 
to $559,000 - the higher property price will outweigh the last rate cut. 

In fact, even if there is another cash rate cut, it won’t outweigh the extra 
cost in monthly repayments if you paid $38,000 more for a property.

It’s a great idea for families with older 
children, who are struggling to get into the property market - let them 
stay in the second residence at a lower rent, or for free, so they can save 
for their first home - or for accommodating elderly parents. 

It can also work for first home buyers, who can build or create a zone 
home to bring in extra cash to pay off their mortgage, then later combine 
the two zones to create their whole home. 

But not all properties are suited to being renovated into a zone home. 

A key requirement is to provide independent access to each zone 
- a house with a driveway down one side, or rear lane access, is ideal. 

If you retain one mortgage over the whole property, the interest relating 
to the part of the home that’s rented out will become tax deductible, 
but capital gains tax will also apply.
